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KEEPTEN — KEEP OUT ! 
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At registration this Fall, Laur- 
entian students were 'treated* to a 
new public service — Keep - 10. 
AH full-time students received the 
card courtesy of ttieS.G.A. execu- 
tive, specifically, Jacobs and Cam- 
peau. Because LU students paid 
a dollar of their SGA fees into 
this 'service', We decided to do 
some Investigating in the matter. 

For the benefit of newcomers 
to LU, this Is how K-10 began. 
About a year ago the venture 
started out as profit-oriented bu- 
siness. Fred Mann and Mike Hen- 
nesey were its Instigators. At 
that time the cards were selling 
for $3 each, with the student be- 
ing under no obligation to buy 
one. The program had little suc- 
cess. With the departure of Mr. 
Hennesey from LU, K-10 became 
the sole responsibility of Mr. 
Mens, who is a Commerce rep. 
on SGA. 

This summer, Malcolm and Ro- 
ger (without SGA council's ap- 
proval), agreed with Mr. Mens to 
place a K-10 card in each full-

time student's student ID card. 
They also paid Mr. Mens one dol- 
lar for each card. You might say 
"What the hell, what's a buck", 
but remember, Fred Mens: made 
$1800.00 out of the whole deal — 
and it was taken from the stu- 
dent's pockets! In late October, 
SGAcouncil censured Malcolm 
and Roger for their misdeed. This 
is like slapping the wrists of the 
hands in the cookie jar. A motion 
was also moved to have the amount 
given to Keep-10 taken from sala- 
ries of the SGA executives but was 
withdrawn. 

K-10 services have been exten- 
ded to students at Cambrian Col- 
lege, St: Charles and High-Tech. 
In conversation with St. Chuck's 
President of Student's Council, we 
learned that students, although not 
forced to purchase a card, did not 
react to K-10 in a big way. A- 
bout 20 out of 540 students made 
this purchase. High-Tech students 
have only had the opportunity this 
week to buy a K-10 card. He tried 
to have the Councils buy a large 
number of K-10 cards, about $500 
worth and sell them to students. 
Of course, since Mens would have 
already been paid, these student 
Councils would be left holding the 
bag in the event of no sales. Nei- 
ther St. Charles nor High-Tech 
had the money to risk. Money- 
hungry nature of this operation is 
apparent. 

BANKRUPT K-10 STORES 

Last year, two businesses who 
recognized K-10 in their stores . 
went out of business, A & M Re- 
cords and Stop 22. Now, this year 
two more stores of the 33 which 
are on the K-10 list have also fol- 
ded, Studio 76 and Claude Cor- 
vllle's Gentlemen's Apparel. Of 
the 27 K-10 store managers spo- 
ken with, all but one felt that the 
card did very little to drum up 
more business. In fact, many of 
the store managers were having 
second thoughts about K-10 idea. 
In the agreement, Fred Mens sta- 
ted that if the stores honoured K-10 
car's, the stores would receive 
some sort of 'unspecified' adver- 
tise. Mens-, with his 'unspeci- 
fied' advertising, can still keep 



his end o! the bargain by doing 
bugger-all about advertising the 
K-10 stores. This Is just about 
all that has been done for virtual- 
ly , the only advertising displayed 
has been K-10 signs on the bul- 
letin boards at the University. 

CONS OF KEEP TEN 

There are several jrestrMions 
to the K-10 service. 

1. The card must be presented 
prior to purchase. 

2. The carl is valid only on 
cash sales, not on credit cards, 
etc. 

3. The card is not valid for on- 
sale items. 

As will be shown, these stipu- 
lations make K-10 useless in a 
number of stores. 

If you look at the list of busi- 
nesses provided by Keep-10, you 
can see that some stores, like In- 
dustrial Printing will not likely be 
visited by the average student. 
Students, in fast, likely frequent 
the stores on the list during sale- 
time, wh'»n K-10 isnot recognized. 

In our diggings, we found other 
bits of info that show K-10 to he 
not all it makes out to be ... 

CORTINA QUITS IN NOV. 

As of Nov. 30th, 1973, Cortina 
Pizza will not recognize K-10 
cards. We spoke with the manager 
of MrtLndale Cortina and found that 
Cortina allows a *i0%dlscount any- 
way on orders for two or more 
pizzas, and free delivery for bulk 
orders to LU residences. He felt 
that K-10 is worthless bcause it 
hasn't helped to increase business 
and students aren't using them. 
He feels that the lack of promo- 
tion of K-10 by its owner hasn't 
been any help to the businessmen 
or to the student population, and 
that, if the student's best interest 
are to be served, K-10 should be 
explicit as to what it involves. 

Stainless Steel Stores are an- 
other client of K-10. But, the 
card is valid only during months 
of Sept '73, Jan. '74, and June 
*74. For one thing, we received 
the K-10 card at registration, the 
middle of Sept., Jan. was a cho- 
sen month because It isthetlmeof

If equipment is ordered in bulk for 
team purposes, there is a 20% re- 
duction In price. To students in- 
volved in school sports, they sell 



sporting goods at a 10% discount. 
This invalidates the K-10 card by 
definition. Problems have arisen 
when students demand the K-10 
discount on top of the special stu- 
dent rate. 

Two flower shops are listed by 
K-10. Buying plants and flowers 
is relatively high on a students' 
shopping list. Graduations, for- 
male etc., are not frequent in- 
centives to buy pretty flowers. 
Flower Boutique offers a special 
20% discount on corsages for gra- 



duation anyway I At Rosary Flor- 
ists , students get 15% discount 
Just by presenting a student's 
card when purchasing corsages. 
Where's the use of K-10? 

Another store honouring K-lOis 
Stereo World. It was learned from 
the manager that they sell at 30% 
off list price anyway. The 10% 
discount K-10 offers is certainly 
nullified here. 

Comparing items in K-10 honor- 
ing stores and other stores, it was 
found that those businesses not re-

It appears that the great ser- 



vice done students by Jacobs and 
Campeau has turned out to bene- 
fit really only ONE student, Fred 
Mens. It seems that even SGA is 
into the 'corporate welfare' busi- 
ness. Jacobs and Campeau cer- 
tainly don't seem to have any re- 
gard for LU students. Their at- 
titude is quite clear. 



Meeting finally held 
Council accepts 
executive budget 



"Before anybody says anything, 
I think I should tell you that the 
mono} for all but one items here 
has already been spent." 

These were the words spoken by 
SGA President Malcolm Jacobs 
during the Budget Meeting held 
in the President's Dining Room 
last week. 

Jacobs was referring to items 
listed under "services", which 
included the giving of $1800 to 
Keep 10. 

Council was most upset over 
this matter and a motion to have 
the $1800 deducted from the salar- 
ies of the SGA 'executives. The 
motion was withdrawn but a motion 
to censure the executive for their 
actions passed almost unanimous- 
ly. 

This was not the only area in 
which the executive faced pres- 
sure from those present. 

Gaston Tremblay, former edi- 
tor of the French publication, Re- 
action, gave Jacobs and Campeau 
many uncomfortable moments. 
Tremblay wanted the council to 
grant Reaction monies allocated, 
but. not spent from the academic 
years 71-72 and 72-73. The ex- 
ecutive had. allocated the funds 
left over from the year 72-73 
but refused to recognize Reaction 
right to the surplus funds of the 
previous year. Tremblay stated 
that the Reaction's constitution 
stipulated that all surplus of al- 
lotted funds from year to year 
be given to the publication. Coun- 
cil agreed, and a motion to give 
the extra funds was passed by 
council. 

Campeau then moved that the 
budget for Reaction be reduced 
from the allotted $2400 to $2000. 

When questioned as to the rea- 
son why he wanted Reaction's 
budget reduced, Campeau replied, 
"Well I can't see giving all that 
money to a minority group", A- 
fter considerable discussion, a 
motion was moved granting Re- 
action the previously allotted a- 
mount of $2400. 

Roger Campeau presented a 
brief to council that would comple- 
tely change the structuring of the 
student publication Lambda. This 
brief called for the setting up of 
a Board of Directors which would 
consist of one faculty member, one 
member of the University Admini- 
stration, two members of the SGA 
council, - one from the executive 



office and one from council, two 
members of the Lambda staff and 
one student who be appointed by 
the other board members from the 
student body at large. This stu- 
dent could not be a member of the 
Lambda Staff. The Board would 
have absolute control of the pa- 
per. The budget of Lambda was 
tabled on the basis that no con- 
sultation had been held with any 
representative from the Lambda 
staff on this matter. 

Council then moved to strike 
a task force to study the status of 
the paper. This task force will 
consist of one member of the SGA 
council, one member oi tne Lam- 
bda Staff and a neutral chairman 
This committee is expected tore- 
port to the next meeting of coun- 
cil. Council granted Lambda an 
advance of $500 until the matter 
is cleared up. 

The University Players were al- 
lotted $1000 by council, an increase 
of $400 from their last year's 
budget. La Troupe, on the other 
hand, received $800. Their bug- 
hand, received $800. Their bud- 
get from the SGA last year was 
$1000. 

The allotment for clubs, origi- 
nally set for $500 was raised by 
council to. $1000., after consider- 
able discussion. The allotting oi 
funds to each club will be deter- 
mined by the council on the basis 
of each club merit. 

Questions arose concerning the 
$5000 allottment for concerts and 
dances. Roger Campeau explained 
to council that due to their "over 
zealous" business manager and 
"over zealous" French Vice Pre- 
sident, the SGA had lost about 
$5,500 In the two concerts these 
people ran! 

Campeau stated that he and Ja- 
cobs were not able to find out and 
stop these moves in time, but 
gave council his assurance that 
he and Jacobs were firmly in con- 
trol and (hat such laspses in good 
judgement w.ould be avoided in the 
future . He indicated that future 
activities of this sort would be pro- 
fitable, but failed to explain how it 
was that his "ever zealmis" busi- 
ness associates could book these 
bauds without the knowledge of 
either Y.mself or Jacobs, -isp-.-i- 
ally considering the fact that the 
"over zealous" French Vice Pre- 
sident did not have the power to 
authorize cheques.

The preliminary objections listen below 
refer to the Lambda brlefpresented by Roger 
Campeau to last Tuesday's meeting. Not all 
of these objections necessarily reflect the 
views of the majority of Lambda staff. 

1. The SGA executive presentation - has 
been made with no previous consultation with 
Lambda. 

2. There was no consultation with Lambda 
regarding the proposed advertising subsidy. 

3. The introduction to Roger Campeau's 
brief reads In part: "If Lambda DECIDES to 
improve Us newspaper ..." Lambda is a stu- 
dent newspaper. The DECISION as Mr. Cam- 
peau calls It to improve the newspaper de- 
pends on the number of students who will vol- 
unteer news stories and helD on nroductlon. 
The paper reflects the work of those working 
on It. Anybody who wants to work on the paper 
can come in anytime. All things cm be Im- 
proved on - Lambda is nor ever was an ex- 
ception ! 

Roger Campeau's brief contains a recom- 
mendation for a Board of Publications. This 
Is not a new idea. Last year a n SGA task 
force on publications recommended the es- 
tablishment of a Board ofDirectors for Lam- 
bda. (This and all tlit other recommenda- 
tions of last year task force were to be con- 
sidered by the new council in February. Mal- 
colm Jacobs and Roger Campeau had consis- 
tently refused to discuss last years brief as 
prepared. They figured that the matter need- 
ed "further study". Four months of 'study' 
was already done by the last year's joint 
SGA-Lambda Committee!) Unlike the pre- 
vious proposed Board it is unacceptable for 
the following reasons. 

Concerning the composition of this Board 
of Publications. 

Because Lambda is a student newspaper. 
The proposed Inclusion otadmlnistrativeand 
faculty members is uf.&ccep'.aMe. Adminis- 
tration and faculty members can air griev- 
ances about the paper the way the students 
can. They caneijiiirwnk i-etterto the Ed- 
itor to express their complaints publicly or 
they can attend the weekly Lambda staff 
meetings which are open to all students. 

Mr. Campeau in his great plansofa"Com- 
munity" new,p-U"-: did not see fit to include 
any representation from clerical and main- 
tainance workers who are also a part of the 
University "community." I assume this lit- 
tle omission from the master plan does not 
trouble Mr. Camoeau too much! 
It is difficult to see what Mr. Campeau 
means by SGA executive staff. In other 
words, office employees of the SGA could 
conceivably have the same status as elected 
members of the SGA executive. 

While the proposed composition Board al- 
lows, for two Lambda staff members, neither 
of whom can be the "Editor-in-Chief". The 
proposed brief stipulates that the members of 
the Board shall be appointed by the groups 
which they represent. There lsapositionon 
this Board for a "student at large" which 
will be appointed by the other members of 
the Board. Mr. Campeau must think that 
democracy is simply not functional - at any 
rate by reading the brief carefully one can 
get the impression that having been democra- 
tically elected by the students ofthisuniver- 
sity, Mr. Campeau sees no further need for 
democracy. 

The Campeau brief states that the compo- 
sition of the Board is subject to "amend- 
ment by the Board at any time it may con- 
vene." Therefore, Mr. Campeau in setting 
up this little dictatorship will let it expand 
and or suspend its own members as it sees 
fit. 

To guarantee the perpetuation of this little 
club, Mr. Campeau wishes to see no more 
than 4 new members on the Board every 
year (of a total membership of 7). 

In this report, the Board of Publications 
is to determine editorial policy for the paper. 
The position of "Editor-ln Chief would seem 
superfluous - for he is not part of this Board 
of Publications. He would be merely a mes- 
senger boy (or girl) between staff and board. 
But Campeau 's Brief states that this " Edltor- 
in-Chlef" can be fired for editorial Irrespon- 



sibility. How can that be if the Editor has no 
say on policy? The answer is that if some- 
thing backfired in the paper a Scapegoat is 
in a way necessary - Since the Board IX-' 
self wil not be bound by student opinion.'' 

On his submission to council Campeau pro- 
posed that this Board of Publications have 
the sole authority to initiate and ratify revi- 
sions in this proposed by-law. this pro- 
posed procedure excludes any decision-mak- 
ing on this by-law (once it would pass) by 
SGA council or the student body. Noprevious 
group has ever had such monopolistic dicta- 
torial power legalized. 

This proposed Board of Publications is 
from time to time to negotiate a "contract" 
with the SGA determining what percentage of 
the budget would go to Lambda* Campeau om- 
itted any mention of the term of such a "con- 
tract". That would probably be determined 
after this document would be ratified. 

Campeau's brief makes a very careful dis- 
tinction between this Board of Publications 
and the volunteer staff. The volunteer staff 
will work under orders from this Board, with 
no more than a token say in how the paper is ' 
to be run. As it is now, staff members 
(i.e. any people who work for the paper), can 
directly participate and determine the deci- 
sion-making process of the paper. 

Mr. Campeau no longer sees any need for 
staff meetings or criticism sessions to air 
internal grievances to the paper. In case 
of any division of opinion, Campeau's brief 
states that "The Board shall arbitrate dis- 
putes between the staff of Lambda". 

Roger Campeau proposes to make this a 
"community newspaper" - as opposed to a 
student newspaper. So a certain part of $27 
SGA fee will go for a newspaper that would 
be a sounding board of Malcolm Jacobs and 
friends (Keep-10) and the Administration. 

L.U. administration puts out the Laurentlan 
Gazette which has expanded its coverage of 
faculty and administrative activities In con- 
nection with LU. Roger Campeau is extend- 
ing an invite to the Administration to print 
its public relations material inLambdaffree 
of cost of course). Campeau justlfiesthe Idea 
of Admin's direct involvement in Lambda by 
saying that: it's time that Admin get invol- 
ved In the paper since It "serves " them. 
He also cites the possiblltyofLambda getting 
a grant from Administration for its costs. 
Another reason for Campeau's initiative to 
get Admin involved in Lambda isthatcertain 
controversial articles in Lambdaare not welt 
received upstairs. There was someadverse 
publicity in Lambda concerning discrimina- 
tion and fire regulations. These charges 
were founded with factual evidence. Obvious- 
ly this Is poor publicity for LU admin - but 
this is a student newspaper and has the duty 
to criticize and document whatever goes on 
in the university on the student's behalf. 
There is , of course, some unfavourable 
publicity - and even some damning evidence 
that Lambda has published about the SGA. 
Previous SGA executives had many times 
been hit by criticism by the student press. 
But they acknowleged the right of a student 
press to bring out the facts from an inde- 
pendent point of view. This year, both Mal- 
, colm Jacobs and Roger Campeau do not par- 
ticularly buy the Idea of a free and indepen- 
dent press. It doesn't suit the corporate 
money-grubbing style of Jacobs and Cam- 
peau. 



. This summer, Malcolm Jacobs and Ro- 
ger Campeau bemoaned the lack of total co- 
operation in some sectors of the University. 
Particularly Lambda. They felt that Lambda 
should report more^of the good-times had 
at this University. They did not see Lam- 
bda's role as an objectively critical one. 
That was not good public relations for the 
University. 

The trouble - Jacobs and Campeau hav- 
en't realized this yet - Lambda is not meant 
to be a publicity rag for any incumbent 
* in crowd*' In this university community., 
but a free independent and objective student 
press with doors open to any and all who 
wish to work for It

This past weekend, the Bas- 
ketball Vees played a two game 
set urainsl the Royal Military Col- 
lege Redmen. These were the flrst 
two league games of the 1973-74 
"age season and our boys emerged 
from this week nd with a 2-0 re- 
cord, winning Friday night, 105-47 
and Saturday afternoon 77-59. 

Both games were quite similar 
in many ways despite the large 
differences in the Vee'r. margins 
of victory. In both games, the 
Vees had difficulty shaklngthe RMC 
crew, throwing many errant pas- 
ses while attempting to penetrate 
the Redmen zone defense. Our 
players had the right idea bu< of- 
ten forced passes to men who were 
being checked too closely. Both 
games saw a grea* deal of rugged 
action under the baskets, the ball 
after being batted about like a 
volleyball and bodies being strewn 
all over the floor. 

In the first game the Vees star- 
ted slowly, turning the ball over 
often. However, by the fifteen mi- 
nute mark of the flrst half, the 
Vees fast break bega.1 to clloi, 
while their man-to-man press for- 
ced RMC into maiiy errors. The 
game was extremely low scoring in 
the early going as characterized by 
the 18-13 first quarter score In fa- 
vour of RMC. However, by the half, 
the Vees had Jumped to a 44-29 
lead and they never looked back, 
burying the sagging Redmen 105- 
47. Jeff Ber.r.ott was the Vee's In- 
dividual star, topping all scores 
with 17 pts. while playing a stea- 
dy rebounding and defensive game. 
Don Charuba, Mike Vlsser and 



Mel Bishop ■ orfc.l 15 pts., each, 
Al Tekonieml added 14 pts., and 
Guy Vetrie hit for 12 pts. Vetrte 
played very little in the second 
half owing to a mid-court colli- 
sion with an RMC player. Coach 
Shields elected to rest his guard as 
the game was well In hand. Paul 
Mousseau, while only scoring 5 pts, 
Joined the rest of the forwards in 
turning in a powerful rebounding 
display. Mike Heale proved once 
again to be an excellent reserve 
guard, often spearheading the Voy- 
ageur fast break. 

In the second game, the RMC 
swuad :ame to save some face, and 
save face they did. Once again the 
Redmen kept pace with the Voya- 
geurs in the early going. But 
like the night before refused to 
quit. Combining tenacious defense 
with a more penetrating offense and 
capitalizing on Voyageur mental 
lapses, the Redmen only trailed the 
Vees by 41-37 at the half. It was 
not until midway through the second 
half that our team began to pull 
away. Voyageur Coach Ken Shields 
blamed the Vee's lack ot running 
both on defense and offense for the 
Vee's mediocre showing. 

Don Charuba lead our scorers 
with 21 pts., followed by Paul Mous- 
seau with 13 pts. Guy Vetrie wat- 
ched his previous night point pro- 
duction with 12 pts. Mel Blstin- 
for 10 pts. 

During the game, forwards Mike 
Visser and Al Tekonieml were for- 
ced out of action due to ankle in- 
juries. Tekoniemt returned to ac- 
tion later but Visser was taken to 
the hospital tor X-Rays. Neither
